Dr Kirk Neustrom - I was independent!

"We were in the medical tent, just treating patients, we didn't have very many patients , it was a beautiful day, so we didn't have too many people in the medical 
tent, so we decided to go out and stand at the finish line and watch runners come across and right as we were ready to go out we heard a loud boom, and we 
didn't think too much of it at the time, we kind of wondered what it was, the ground shook, and so we walked outside and looked down the street and saw a 
plume smoke coming up and we were kinda thinking 'OK wonder what this is' and about 15 to 20 seconds later another very large boom and a plume of smoke 
went up and at that point I realised it was a bomb and so I immediately headed towards where the bombs went off because obviously when you have 
bombs, you have casualties and victims and people needing medical assistance, and as part of the medical team for the boston marathon that is your 
responsibility, so I was on the scene probably 30 seconds to 45 seconds after the bombs discharged and found a scene with mass casualties probably 
very similar to what you would see in Iraq or Iran with a car bomb going off. 

There were bodies strewn all over the sidewalk When I first got there, the first thing I saw was somebody bringing a man without legs to the ambulance. 
There was lots of blood, lots of body parts exposed, bones sticking out and it was pretty very gruesome and basically what I did as I functioned in triage, looking 
for the victims, identifying their wounds and prioritising them as to who needed to be transported and then assisting anyone else, aiding the victims, which 
mostly involved putting compression on wounds. I helped put a belt on somebody's leg as a tourniquet. Lots of belts were being applied for 
tourniquets to stop the bleeding so the limbs could be salvaged. Comfort measures, I comforted several, several women and a young child who was 
rather hysterical at the time and i calmed him and assured him everything would be OK. And we all just kept working until everyone was removed from the 
scene and was either taken directly by ambulance to the hospital or moved into the medical tent where they could be stabilised and then 
transported to the hospital. 

There's really been no experience similar to this. I was a podiatrist in the Navy for three years which I did get mass casualty training, which you always go back 
to your training anbd that is you think you would forget it but it is in the back of your mind and it kicks in and that is basically what you identify when you have a 
mass casualty site. You prioritise and follow your training. 

You know , usually, the ideal day at working the Boston Marthon is do nothing and sit there and watch people finish. I'll be there next year. Absolutely. I haven't 
changed my mind one cent bit. It will be different next year and unfortunately it will never be the same as it was but I'm 110 per cent behind this event and will 
be back there next year."

Additional quotes: 

One of the first victims he saw: "One guy had both his legs blown off. ... From his knees down there was nothing, just 

stumps. There was skin hanging. " 

He tried to comfort another woman, reassure her that she would be OK and receive medical attention soon. 

"Her leg was blown wide open," he said. "Her bone was sticking out. Her heel bone was gone." 

There was a boy. 

"A little kid. His hair was singed. I rubbed his back and tried to comfort him and keep him from crying. " 

After the bomb blasts and the initial chaos, the scene along Boylston Street seemed comparatively, strangely quiet, 



Neustrom said. There would be the occasional shout to request a stretcher or other medical gear, but for the most part 

the victims were rushed out of the area without clamor. 

"For as chaotic as it was it was extremely methodical/' he said.

After Neustrom and a friend were done with triage and released by security from their medical tent, they just walked 

through the city to clear their heads. 

"l/1/e walked like a mile, down to the Faneuil Hall area, and neither one of us said much of anything." 

So this guy is so specialised he has to come in from Iowa?

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"When people started coming in covered with soot, that's when we knew it was bad/' said 

Powers, who'd been on station since 8 a.m. "We made the immediate switch from a very 

sophisticated first-aid station capable of handling anything to becoming a trauma unit." 

What the registered nurse of 30-plus years saw was extreme. 

A person with their legs blown off. 

A person bleeding from their ears. 

People with shrapnel wounds. 

"I've never been in battle/' said Powers, whose two sons served in Iraq and Afghanistan. "But 

there were what I assumed were shrapnel wounds in legs, feet and arms. Some people had head 

injuries, because they were blown back and knocked down by the explosions. " 

The tent was cleared except for doctors and nurses, who were instructed to stay. 

"Everyone was calm, worked as a team, focused on our patients," Powers said. "Many of the 

physicians were ER doctors, but we also had cardiologists and family practice doctors as well. "The 

nurses ranged from veterans of emergency rooms and VA outpatient clinics to mother/baby 

nurses like Powers, who cut off clothes, cleaned wounds and comforted the injured.

Andrew Powers can appreciate his mother's experience [/B} amidst the catastrophic change of 

events. 

"It's a huge leap," said the Manatee County EMS paramedic/ firefighter. "We train for 

traumatic events, but they were not expecting anything tike that and responded well. I'm 

proud of her." 

Powers tried to contact all her five children, who knew she was helping in the Boston Marathon 

medical tent as in years past. 

"I didn't know what she was calling about. I thought it was a misdial," said son, Brendan, a 

former Marine. "Then I got a text from my sister: 'Mom's OK. It's like a war zone. ' I'm like, what? 

Then I looked online and saw what had happened. But I knew Mom was OK. " 

Katie Powers and the rest of the medical team evacuated the tent almost two hours later 

when authorities suspected another bomb nearby.

According to the Beth Israel Deaconess website, the U.S. -born Tabb "emigrated to Israel at 

the age of 18 and served in the Israel Defense Forces. " The site notes that Tabb completed his 
residency in internal medicine at the Hadassah Medical Center, and after 20 years in Israel, 
returned to the U.S. "Unfortunately, the way events unfolded was very similar to what 
we have become used to in Israel," Tabb told Israel Hayom over the weekend. "It is 
difficult, but you check you emotions at the door and treat any patient that arrives." 
Tabb praised the hospital's medical team for doing "an amazing job. "He noted that the 
suspected bombers were given the same level of medical care as their victims. 
"One of the [Tsarnaev] brothers died shortly after his arrival; the other one arrived in 
serious condition and has since stabilized," Tabb said. "Whenever an injured party arrives 
at the emergency room, at the trauma section, the doctors and the nurses do what they are 
trained to do, and forget everything else. " 

Associate Professor Daniel S. Talmor, who is the director of trauma, anesthesia and critical 
care in the Anesthesia, Critical Care and Pain Medicine Department of at Beth Israel Deaconess, 
echoed Tabb's comments. 

"There was a feeling of deja vu," Talmor told Israel Hayom. Talmor was born in Jerusalem and 
studied medicine at Ben-Gurion University of the Negev, graduating in 1991. He arrived in Beth 
Israel Deaconess 12 years ago as part of a fellowship and chose to stay in the U.S. 
"I can remember how, when I worked at the Soroka Medical Center [in Beersheba], we used to 
have injured soldiers lying next to terrorists," he said. "Luckily, [before the bombing] all the 
hospitals [in the Boston area] had already been reinforced because of the marathon, but rather 
than dealing with dehydration, they had to treat trauma patients. The past 36 hours were pretty 
frightening, with sirens howling all the time, and I could even hear shots being fired near my 
house. I am pretty sure that people around here are now going to understand Israel a 
little better now." 
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
